The war office announces that fifteen 
transports will be dispatched between to- 
day and Monday with 13,000 troops. These 
13,000 are not included in the 180,000 que to 
be in South Africa on February 15th, The 
Eighth division of 10,000 men jis still avail- 
able tu send. 

Military opinion in London continues to 
assume, from very slender materials, 
that General Buller is again throwing his 
army against the Boer works. A retired 
general, Sir William Henry Green, whose 
distinguished career gives weight to his 
opinion, thinks that General Buller with 
25,000 men is making a wide detour to the 
west. and north in order to avoid the 
roughest parts of the country. As Gen- 
eral Buller must have some thousands of 
wagons, Sir William Green points out 
that the advance would necessarily be 
slow.

The Railroad to Dahlonega. 


Editor Constitution—In Sunday’s issue of The 
Constitution an editorial appeared in favor of 
a railroad extension from Suwanee to Cum- 
ming. It seems strange that railroad men have 
not seen the facility with which the Summer- 
ville and Suwanee road could be extended via 
Cumming to Nelson, Yale or Jasper, connecting 
at one of those points with the Marietta and 
North Georgia, thus opening an air-line from 
Knoxville and Cincinnati to Augusta, Savannah 
and Charleston; then connect Loganville and 
Covington and we would have the shortest 
line from these western cities to the seacoast 
through the finest mineral and most heavily 
timbered section of the state, to say nothing 
of its water power and agricultural resources. 
Again, why not have a railroad from Atlanta 
to Dahlonega, the richest gold field in the 
United States? It is only a distance of seventy 
saileg with a perfectly practicable route. This 
wad connect the center of southern commerce 
with the richest gold mines in America, de- 
velop immense agricultural wealth and fill the 
section with factories. This road could be, 
as suggested by the editorial referred to, ex- 
tended across the state until it connects with 
the system beyond, thus opening the shortest 
line between Atlanta and the eastern cities 
and developing the multiplied millions of hid- 
den wealth in the mountain region through 
which it passed. Of the benefits, Atlanta would 
be the chief beneficiary. The time has come 
not only to stir up this subject, but to enter 
actively and practically upen the construction 
of both of these great but short lines. The 
people along the line will help what they can, 
and with improved machinery and methods 
of construction, with men of capital and in- 
fluence at the helm, both of these lines could 
be completed in less than half a decade, and 
millions of treasure annually poured into Geor- 
gia and thousands into her treasury from in- 
creased taxable values. What does Atlanta 
say? What do railroad capitalists say? And 
what do the people along the line, whose 
property will be duplicated in value, say upon 
this question?

State Treasurer W. J. Speer has retired 
from the race for re-election to the office 
which he has held for two scccessive 
serms, and at the close of his present 
service for the state expects to leave poli- 
cics for good. 

The retirement of Hon. W. J. Speer 
from the treaurership race will be a mat- 
ter of surprise to'many of his friends in 
every part of the state, especially as in 
an “off year” election i was their opin- 
ion that he could secure the party nomi- 
nation without difficulty. 


By retiring at this time the state treas- 

urer leaves the race tto Captain R. E. 
Park, of Bibb, who was his only an- 
nounced opponent for re-election. 

For some months past the health of 
the state *reasurer has been in a preca- 
fous condition, and while he had not 
been confined to his apartments, it is 
the advice of his physician and closer 
friends that it would be unwise for him 
to undergo the tedium of an active cam- 
paign at this time.

The meeung of the city council yester- 
day afternoon Was unusually quiet. There 
was very little and excite- 
ment, A resolution introduced by 
Councilman Minhinnett calling for a bond 
election for $200,000 for additional water 
mains and trunk sewers. It was referred 
to the ordinance committee. 

A resolution was offered by Councilmen 
Harwell and Barrett to appropriate $10,000 
for improving Peters the details 
of which appear 
An application was made by E. Wood- 
ruff, KR. J. Lowry, A. E. Thornton and J. 
Carroll Payne for a steam heating fran- 
chise like that granted by council to the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company and 
yetoed by Mayor Woodward. 

An ordinance introduced by Councilman 
Grady prohibiting heavy traffic in Grant 
park was adopted. 

A communication from Mayor Wood- 
ward announced that on account of ill 
health Mrs. Joseph Jacobs had resigned 
from the board of lady visitors to the 
public schools and that Mrs. J. E. Som- 
merfield had appointed to succeed 
her. The appointment was contirmed. 
Several bids were received for street 
and sewer work for the coming year. The 
bids were referred to the steet and sewer 
committees respectively. 

The resolution the board of police 
commissioners requesting that the ordi- 
fance granting the right to sell pools on 
the races be not passed, was_referred to 
thet tax and police committees jointly, 
the ordinance ‘being still in their posses- 
gion, 

The resolution ot Alderman Welch, call- 
ing tor an investigation into the matter 
of city officiais hoiding two offices, was 
feferred upon motion of Councilman 
Thompson te the city attorney for his 
opinion upon the names separately. The 
tames appearing on the report of the 
ordinance committee are those of Park 
Woodward, 8S. M. Wilkes, RK. Kk. Riley, J.

A communication from T. D. Meador 
asking that steps be taken to regulate the 
grade of Ivy street, where it runs into 
Peachtree, was referred to the committee 
on streets. 

A numerously signed petition that North 
avenue be paved from William street to 
Marietta street, together with a resolu- 
tion by Councilman Thompson to appro-- 
priate $6,000 for the work, was referred to 
the finance committee. 

Is Now “Peachtree Terrace.” 

An ordinance introduced by Alderman 
Johnson and Councilmen Roy and Grady 
that the name of that portion of Court- 
land avenue beginning at Merritts ave- 
nue and extending in a northerly direction 
to North avenue be chagned to ‘East 
Peachtree Terrace’’ Was adopted by a 
unanimous vote. 

The ordinance committee reported ad-

To Separate the Races. 

Councilman Longino’s ordinance, which 
calls for a separation of the races in 
Street Cars, Was reported by the ordinance 
committee with the recommendation that 
it be referred to the board of police com- 
missioners. Dr. Longino said he did not 
want it shelved, and on a motion by him 
that it be placed on its second reading, 
council voted. a to 8, to have it read 
the second time, after which it was 
adopted unanimously. It goes into effect 
at once. The ordinance only aims to 
have the negroes separated from the 
whites in the same cars, the whites to 
occupy the front end of the car and the 
negroes to be seated from the rear-of the 
car, Separate cars are not intended. 

Councilman Parks’s resofution submit- 
ted at the last meeting calling for an 
investigation as to the advisability of 
purchasing the postoffice building for a 
city hall, was reported by the committee 
On public buildings and grounds with 
the recommendation that two councilmen 
be appointed by the mayor pro tem, to 
act in concert with the committee in 
considering the question of securing an- 
other city hall and looking into the de- 
Sirability and advisability of purchasing 
the postoffice building for that purpose. 
The _report being adopted, Mayor .-Pro 
Tem, Mayson appointed Councilmen 
Parks and Grady to act with the com- 
mittee in that capacity. The members of 
the committee are Alderman Welch and 
Councilmen Terry and Barrett. 

May Open Orme Street. 

A resolution of the street committee 
called for the opening of Orme street 
' Hunnicutt street to North avenue. 
t developed that several buildings oc- 
cupy ‘the territory proposed to be opened 
up, some having stood there unmolested 
for ten or twelve years. As the resolu- 
tion called for the street to be laid off 
by the city engineer and the obstructions 
to be removed by the city marshal, it 
was deemed best to go slow in the matter, 
and upon motion of Councilman Harwell 
it was referred to the committee on 
Streets, the city engineer and the ciiy 
attorney to investigate the condition 
thoroughly and report back tto council 
before taking action. 

A resolution calling for an are 
and two incandescent lights in 
park was referred to the committee 
electric lights. 

An ordinance introduced by Councilman 
Minhinnett provides for the city accept- 
ing $250 from the Fulton Bag and Cotton 
mills in full payment of all back taxes. 
lt was referred to the tax committee. 

Councilman Grady introduced an ordi- 
nance that only pedestrians, horseback 
and bicycle riders and such vehicles as 
are used for pleasure only be allowed in 
Grant park, exception being made for 
teams taking building material and other 
matter for use in the park. The _  ordi- 
nance, upon motion of Councilman Grady, 
was placed upon its second reading and 
adopted unanimously. 

Gas Inspector Wanted. 

Councilman Roy submitted an _  ordi- 
nance creating the office of inspector of 
gas, the inspector to be elected at the 
first meeting in March and to receive the 
salary of $720 per annum, the salary to be 
paid by the gas companies doing busi- 
ness in the city. The duties of the olfice 
call for the inspection of tthe quality of 
gas being supplied and for the inspection 
of the meters upon complaint of a con- 
sumer. This was referred to the ordi- 
rance committee. 

An ordinance introduced by the com- 
mittee on streets called attention to the 
fact that on some streets macadam and 
paving was baing put in on a plan differ- 
ent from the old system of petitioning by 
the property Owners and having the prop- 
erty owners pay two-thirds of the cost. 
Qn such of these streets as have street 
railways the ordinance provides that the 
railway companies be required to pave 
eleven feet im the center of the street 
or pay in the proportion that eleven feet 
bears to the whole width of the street. 
It went to the ordinance committee. 

D. S. Looney and T. A. Barrett were 
granted a license to open a private detec- 
tive agency in the city. 

A resolution from the street commit- 
tee asked permission to purchase a steam 
roller at a cost of $3,000, the money to 
be taken from the street ordinary fund. 
Council passed favorably on the request 
and a special meeting of the aldermanic 
board was called to act on the matter. 
The board met upon the adjournment of 
council and concurred in the action of 
that body. The mayor will sign it and 
the city will soon have a new steam 
roller, which Alderman Day, chairman of 
the committee on streets, says is badly 
needed. 

The counci] adjourned to meet Monday 
week, its regular time.

PETERS STREET TO 
GET IMPROVEMENT 


Council Resolution Calls for $10,000 
for That Purpose. 


SHEET WAS NOT DISCUSSED) 


Conditions Would Not Be Legal on 
Permanent Sheet. 


ANDERSON GIVES THAT AS HIS OPINION 


Resolution Goes to Finance Commit- 
tee and Will Probably Be Passed. 
Matter Was Not Discussed. 


The apportionment sheet, which Mayor 
Woodward approved on condition that 
the funds set aside for the improvement 
of Peters street, Decatur street and Edge- 
wood avenue should not be availabie 
until June, aroused no discussion at the 
meeting of council yesterday, but was 
the subject of some inquiry on the part 
of members, 

Following the inquiries a resolution was 
introduced by Councilmen Harwell and 
Barrett to appropriate $10,000 for improv- 
ing Peters street. The resolution went to 
the finance committee and will come be- 
fore council at its next meeting. 

When the mayor's conditional approval 
was read, Alderman Welch asked City 
Attorney Anderson if the mayor had the 
right to make changes in the apportion- 
ment sheet, 

The city attorney replied that he knew 
of no rule that would apply to a paper 
like the present apportionment sheet, 

“The paper,’’ he said, “is really not an 
apportionment sheet. It is only a prelim- 
inary estimate made out in advance of 
the regular apportionment sheet which is 
to be submitted in June. I do not think the 
paper amounts to anything. I think what 
the mayor means is that he will not allow 
the funds to be until the regular 
apportionment sheet is completed in June; 
that he wil} veto any resolution calling 
for an appropriation for this work. If it 
was the regular apportionment sheet, l 
should say that the mayor has no right 
to change it.” 

Councilman Barrett, evidently referring 
to the item of rebate on belgian blocks 
which -Mayor Woodward claimed the 
council had no right to touch, asked if 
there was anything in the code that speci- 
fies that certain sums of the city money 
shall not be used except for special pur- 
poses.

Attorney Anderson answered that 
there were certain reservations, such 
that the public debt must be paid be- 
fore anything else. Then he said the mon- 
ey received from the sanitary tax must 
be applied to the sanitary department. 
The sanitary department always receives 
more than this tax, but he said he did 
not think coumnci] would have the right 
to reduce the amount for the sanitary de- 
partment below the amount received from 
the tax. 

Alderman Johnson wanted to Know if it 
would be legal after the mayor had given 
his qualifying approval for the council to 
go ahead and have the work done on 
Peters street anyhow. 

‘Tl think the mayor means that he would 
veto a resolution to spend this money,”’ 
replied Judge Anderson, “‘but if you pass- 
ed the resolution over his veto, it would 
be legal.”’ 

In answer to a question from Mayor 
Pro Tem. Mayson Judge Anderson said: 
“If council passes a resolution to apply 
this money to street work it will be legal. 
Council has the same right to appropriate 
money for this work as it has for any 
street work.”’ 

Resolution Introduced. 

Acting under this opinion of the city 
attorney, Councilmen Harwell and Bar- 
rett offered the following resolution: 

‘Whereas, The pavement on Peters 
street from the railroad crossing to Park 
street is in a deplorable and dangerous 
condition, and same was put down at the 
expense of the cilizens years ago; and, 

“Whereas, ‘the board of county com- 
missioners have oltered to pay one-half 
of the expense of Mmproving same, there- 
tore, De iL 

“Resolved by the mayor and genera. 
ecuncil of the city of Atlanta, That said 
street, between the places above named, 
be ‘paved with sheet asphalt, the city 
bearing one-half the expense thereof, and 
that the -work be done unuer the supervis- 
ion of the commissioner of public works, 
acting in conjunction with the board of 
county commissioners, and that the sum 
of $10,000 be appropriated therefor, and 
that the work be carried on as far as this 
appropriation will carry it, being ex- 
pended along and in connection with an 
equal amount of money, or its equivalent 
in labor, from said county board, said 
money to be taken from the special appor- 
tionment to Peters street.’’

The question then goes before the people 
for final action. 

It is believed that there will be tittle 
difficulty in having the grand jury recom- 
mend the erection of the reformatory, and 
those who are behind the movemeat are 
confident that when it is left to a vote 
of the people the citizens will cast their 
ballots, almost to a unit, in favor of the 
institution. 

The Federation of Woman's Clubs has 
been discussing the matter of a reforma- 
tory for Fulton county for some time, but 
the ladies were never able to make 
much progress with their scheme. When 
Judge Broyles made his annual report to 
the city council this year he dealt at 
length with the reformatory subject and 
gave a decided impetus to the move- 
ment, : 

Since making his repert he has been sev- 
eral times in consuitatibn with the ladies 
of the federation and. a pumber of let- 
ters have passed on the subject. 

Ex-Governor Northen has also been 
greatly interested in the reformatory 
movement and will be one of the warm ad- 
vocates of the institution both before the 
grand jury and when the question is taken 
before the people. Curiously enough the 
act of the legislature bearing upon the 
subject of reformatories in counties of 
more than 30,000 population, was adopted 
during the term of office of ex-Governor 
Northen and received his official signa- 
ture. The law, however, was almost for- 
getten and would not have been applied 
in the case of Fulton county, certainly not 
at so early a date, had it not been for 
Judge Broyles. 

What the Code Says. 

The law on the subject, as given in the 
new criminal code, follows: 

Section 1192.—Whenever the grand jury of 
a county having 30,000 population shall rec- 
ommend the establishment of a reformatory 
prison for misdemeanor convicts under sixteen 
years of age belonging to said county, the 
ordinary of such county shall call an elec- 
tion to decide whether the prison shall be es- 
tablished, 

Section 1193. The election shall be held with- 
in sixty days after the recommendation of the 
grand jury. It shall be conducted under the 
Same rules, and with the same qualificaticas 
as to voters as govern the elections of the 
members of the general assembly. The votes 
cast shall have written on them ‘For re- 
formatory prison’’ or “Against reformatory 
prison.’’ If the election shall result in favor 
of the prison, the ordinary or county commis- 
sioners’ shall establish and maintain the prison 
as directed in this article.

FELLOW BOARDER 


Charles Warbritton and George Hart 
Have Serious Difficulty. 


WARBRITTON USED RAZOR 


Both Police and Surgeon Wee Need- 
ed After the Cutting. 


PETITION CAUSED ALL THE DIFFICULTY 


Hart Had Signed Petition Asking 
. Warbritton To Change His 
Boarding House. 


Because his fellow boarders petitioned 
Mrs. W. W. Rutley, of 44 Walton street, 
to instruct Charles Warbritton to find 
another boarding house, that young man 
used a razor with such dreadful accu- 
racy on George E. Hart, one of the sign- 
«rs of the petition, that he will be marked 
for life, should he recover from his inju- 
ries. 

Soon after the difficulty Warbritton 
was arrested by Officers Cornett, Dob- 
bins and Jett, He had concealed himse!f 
in one of the rooms of the house at 44 
Walton street and had then been locked 
up by his fellow boarders. He was taken 
to the police barracks, where he will be 
held until it is ascertained upon what 
charge he is to be prosecuted. 

Hart, the injured man, it was first 
thought would have to go to the Grady 
hospital, but Dr. Paine, who was sum- 
moned soon after the cutting affray, an- 
nounced that he could be treated very 
favorably at the boarding house, and 
consequently he was not removed. At a 
late hour last night he was resting as 
well as could be expected and strong 
hopes are entertained for his recovery. 

Both young men are employed by the 
Atlanta Standard Telephone Company, 
but it is said that they have not been 
very friendly. The same unfriendly rela- 
tions are said to have existed between 
Warbritton and the remainder of the 
boarders. No one is able to give any 
Specific reason why Warbritton should 
have been disliked, but all agree that he 
was decidedly unpopular. 

Asked Warbritton To Leave. 

The trouble at the boarding house has, 
it appears, been brewing for some time. 
It culminated yesterday about noon in a 
petition to the lady who conducts the 
boarding house, Mrs. Rutley. asking that 
young Warbritton be asked to leave the 
house. Last night at supper Mrs. Rut- 
ley instructed one of the waiters to tell 
Warbritton to go to her room directly 
after the evening meal. He did so and 
She told him that his presence was ob- 
noxious to the remainder of the boarders. 
He announced that he would leave within 
@ few days. Afiter supper, however, 
young Warbritton attempted to ascerfain 
the names of those whose names ap- 
peared on the petition. He failed to do 
so and is said to have begun abusing 
those who had signed the paper. He is 
said to have exchanged unpleasant words 
with Mr. Hanson, 
Walton street, but 
instance avoided. 

It is said that young Hart took excep- 
tion to what Warbrittun shad said about 
those who signed the petition, Hart hav- 
ing been ope of them, and he announced 
to Warbritton that he would demand 
satisfaction on the spot. Warbritton is 
said to have taken a razor from his 
pocKet at once. Just what happened is 
a matter that is told in several different 
Ways, but at the end of the fight Hart 
was holding his. hands over three terrible 
gashes in his’ face, Warbritton was cov- 
ered with blood and a broken razor was 
lying on the floor. 

Warbritton, it is said, left hurriedly for 
a remote portion of the house, where he 
is said to have cencealed himself. His 
hiding piace, however, was discovered 
and his fellow boarders locked him in. 
Dr. Paine and’the police barracks were 
then telephoned and the surgeon and the 
policemen arrived a short time after- 
wards. Warbritton was arrested and 
Hart was given needed attention. 

The razor had caught him on his right 
cheek, cutting a deep gash. As Warbrit- 
ton drew the razor across Hart’s face it 
made two more gashes, one on the lower 
part of his cheek and the third across his 
upper lip. 

Mrs. Rutley, the boarders say, was in 
no way to blame for the unfortunate af- 
fair. She did everything in her power to 
prevent the young men from even quar- 
reling and had the arrangements which 
she ‘had made for the departure of young 
Warbritton been allowed to continue 
there would have been no disturbance. 

What Warbritton Says. 

Because of his condition it was impos- 
sible to have a talk with Hart last night, 
but Warbritton was seen at the police 
barracks and gave the following version 
of the affair: 

‘TJ had a grudge against Hanson and 
when Mrs, Rutley told me of the petition 
I went to him. I had a razor and a pis- 
tol, but did not intend using them. I only 
wanted to bluff Hanson. I did this suc- 
cessfully. I showed him the razor and 
he took everything I said to him. There 
would have Seen no difficulty had not 
Hart interfered. ? 

“T had made some uncomplimentary 
remarks about those who had signed the 
petition and Hart asked me what it was 
I had said. I told him that he had heard. 
He then made for me and I ran, because 
I was scared and did not want to get in- 
to any trouble.
